pose of our return contact was to make 
known our awareness and concern that 
beef imports from their country were out 
of line with their ability to produce and 
that the origin of their exports was mainly 
from the Argentine 
This is beside the point except to ex­ 
plain that three U S Congressmen 
(2 
Democrats and I Republican) in trying 
to make a good impression committed a 
' faux pas," which was almost fatal to our 
mission On the morning 
of our official 
visit to the Chamber of D eputes — their 
members called Deputados — we were 
given a white carnet.on lor our lapel We 
thought it nice and pinned it on Advised 
by our Am bassador that white identified 
one political party and a red flower repre­ 
sented the other, we quickly accepted a 
red carnation and wore both, 
looking 
something like a pct plant 
Most countries which have only two 
or 
three 
political 
parties 
have 
some 
representative insignia It may be an ani­ 
m al a fowl or other ob:eats of identifi­ 
cation 
Ours of course are the Democratic 
Donkey and the Republican Elephant 
It was in 1870 that Thomas Hast, a 
political cartoonist first used the donkey 
as a Democratic Party symbol 
On January IV 1870 Harper's Weekly 
published a Nast cartoon depictorg the 
donkey in the Copperhead Press 
(anti 
war faction) kicking a dead lion which 
represented Secretary of War, Edward 
M Stanton Writers at the tome interpre­ 
ted Nast's cartoon representing the Demo­ 
cratic Party as one of 
"noise cmd ob­ 
struction" which he believed it to be 


The donkey was used in connection 
with Andrew Jackson s campaign for trio 
Presidency Jackson's proposals to help 
the people were viewed with alarm by 
the opposing Party, which labeled him 
a ‘ Jackass " 
Jackson seized upon the opportunity 
to capitalize on name calling and won 
a sweeping victory 
The 
symbol caught 
on, although 
some researchers have since said 
that 
Nast did not actually portray the donkey 
as the symbol of the Democratic Party 
but the anti-war faction within it 
On 
November 
7, 
1874, 
Harper's 
Weekly published a Nast cartoon using 
the elephant as representing the Republi­ 
can Party The cartoon was titled "The 
Third Term Panic" 
and used animals 
representing various issues and news­ 
papers running away 
from a donkey 
wearing a lion skin labeled "Caesarism." 
The elephant is labeled the ‘'Republican 
Vote" and is running towards a pitfall 
under 
which are planks 
bearing the 
words 
inflation." 
reform," etc 
The donkey was well established as 
the Democrats' mascot by the time the 
Garlield-Hancock campaign came along 
The New York Daily Graphic published 
a cartoon showing the Democratic candi­ 
date mounted on a donkey and leading 
a procession of crusaders 
Gradually as the donkey and ele­ 
phant became the accepted symbols of 
the Democrats and Republicans 
each 
party gave the other symbol 
certain 
traits 
The Democrats usually regard 
the 
elephant as bungling, stupid, pompus and 
conservative 
The Republicans think of 
him as dignified, strong and intelligent 
The Republicans regard the donkey 
as stubborn, silly and ridiculous 
The 
Democrats think of him as beina humble, 
homely, smart couraqeous and loveable 
In the months ahead we will be see 
ing a lot of both

The preliminary report of 
the Texas Crop and Livestock 
Reporting Service on acreage, 
yield and production of cotton 
shows 
411,855 
bales 
(500 
pounds 
gross) 
produced 
in 
1967 by the 32 Rolling Plains 
counties served 
by Rolling 
Plains Cotton Growers, Inc., 
14.9 percent 
of the State's 
2,767,000 bale total. 
The TCLRS report for 1967 
revealed an average yield per 
harvester acre for the Rolling 
Plains counties of 289.7 pounds 
as compared to the 1966 aver­ 
age yield of 311.4 pounds and 
a 1961-65 average of about 
255 pounds. 
The State average yield was 
376 pounds in 1967, compared 
to 385 in 1966 and the pre­ 
vious five-year average of 362 
pounds. 
Both 
the 
Rolling 
Plains 
and 
the 
State 
set 
record per-acre yields in 1965. 
The 1966 and 1967 crops of 
cotton in Texas were far be­ 
llo w the 1961-65 average of a- 
Bcut 
500,000 
bales on the 
Plains and 4.5 million for the 
whole State. Responsible for 
the drastic drop was greatly 
reduced acreage 
under the 
Food and Agriculture Act of 
1965, which became effective 
with the 1966 crop, and high­ 
ly adverse weather conditions. 
W eather in 1967 cost farm­ 
ers 84,520 acres on the Rolling 
Plains, l l per cent of the 766, 
860 acres originally planted, 
according to the report, leav­ 
ing only 682,340 acres for har­ 
vest. 
In 
addition, 
weather 
severely 
reduced 
yields 
on 
that acreage not totally de­ 
stroyed in many areas. 
Again this year the Rolling 
Plains, as well as many other 
areas of the State, will record 
a high level of abandonment. 
Best estim ates as of this writ­ 
ing set losses to hail, heavy 
rains and high winds at around 
50,000 acres in the 32 RPCG 
counties. 
Producers this year signed 
up 
to 
plant 
about 
850,000 
acres of cotton. But normal 
underplanting 
would 
reduce 
actual acreage to about 800, 
OOO. So if 50,000 acres have 
been taken out by weather 
something like 750,000 acres 
are left standing, 
some 67, 
OOO more acres 
than were 
harvested last year. 
Although much of this year’s 
crop is late there is still rea­ 
son to hope for per-acre yields 
well above the 289.7 pounds 


recorded last year. Moisture 
conditions are better over the 
area than at any time in many 
years, and the relaxed skip- 
row planting regulations for 
1968 should also serve to boost 
yields in some sections. 
Assuming 
that 
current 
acreage 
is 
maintained 
until 
harvest and that yields are 
normal, production this year 
could come to about 535,000 
hales. 


Nitrogen Sidedress 
To Young Cotton 
May Show Gain 


A sidedress of 25-30 pounds 
of nitrogen on young cotton 
just about squaring time may 
result in increase yields this 
year, says County Agent Kir­ 
by Clayton. The added nitro­ 
gen, says Clayton, helps the 
young cotton plant just in the 
beginning of the stress period 
and should result in an eco­ 
nomic return during years of 
ample moisture conditions. 
Clayton 
cautions 
farmer's 
who try fertilizer to try it on 
a small acreage until its value 
has been proven on his par­ 
ticular farm. If in doubt a- 
bout the amount 
and ratio, 
have a soil test and make ap­ 
plications accordingly. Ferti­ 
lizer cartons and soil test ap­ 
plication blanks are available 
at the countys agent’s office.

$18,000 shrimp boat and defected to

be better. 


Sheriff Beace A. Thompson of Key 
West, Florida, said that Nelson took the 
48-foot shrimp 
trawler 
“ Kuna 
Mae’’ 
from its dock in Key West on July 26, 
1963 and sailed it to the shores of Cuba 
where he wrecked it on a reef. 
Nelson 
was rescued by Cuban seamen 
and 
taken to Havana. 


Well, sir, the other day Nelson and 
a couple of buddies were picked up by 
the Coast Guard while floating on an 
innertube and canvas raft off Cay Sal 
in the Keys. 
When questioned why he 
decided to return to this land 
that 
never did anything for him, Nelson re­ 
plied that “Cuba didn’t do anything for 
me either.” 
\ Well, I have some news for Nelson 
and all others who share his attitude. 
He, nor any like him, are ever going to 
be happy unless some changes are made. 
And the reason is obvious—they are go­ 
ing at life in the wrong way! Anytime 
one thinks th at the world owes them 
a living they are in for some sad d is ­ 
appointments. 
W hat Nelson is going 
to have to learn, and anyone else w h o 
shares his attitude, is that the trouble 
isn’t in the countrv but in themselves.
